REMARKS 

The Examiner is thanked for the performance of a thorough search and careful 
evaluation of the pending Application. By this amendment, Claims 1 , 3 — 5, 7, 1 1 — 29 
are amended. Claims 2, 6, and 8 - 10 are presently cancelled. Claims 4-5 remain in 
their original form. The specification and drawings have been corrected in accordance 
with the Examiner's request. The amendments to the Claims follow the Examiner's 
indication of patentable subject matter. A terminal disclaimer overcoming the 
provisional double-patenting rejection accompanies this response. No new matter has 
been added.

For the reasons set forth above, it is respectfully submitted that all of the 
pending claims are now in condition for allowance. Therefore, the issuance of a formal 
Notice of Allowance is believed to be in order, and that action is most earnestly 
solicited.
